The Continental Currency sheets were printed with 16 bills on 
a sheet, consisting of 8 denominations. The faces and backs were 
printed on one surface and then flipped so that the other surface 
received the same impression with faces opposite the backs. That 
is called a double sheet because it has two of each denomination. 
When it is cut in half along the central gutter then it becomes two 
single sheets with 8 different denominations for signatures and 
numbering on each. 

I might have slides but no negatives of single bills for the 
May 20, 1777 issue. My book has a full size illustration of the 
face and back of a $3 bill. Our collection has all of the 
denominations as I wrote you and new photocopies can be made.
